Davidson  a*  an  individual, 
rioce  that  official  dcrirtt  his  author- 
ity from  the  eJterutive  power  of  Gov- 
erumenti  Vancotiver  memberfof  the 
Uciatetnrt.  «oC  omc  t  lwit«,  but 
many  times.'  have  shown  a  disposition 
to  arrogate  to  themselves  powers 
wMch  they  do  not  poasett  by  rlrtue 
of  the  position  they  occupy.  In  the 
prcaent  insUncc,  by  challenging  the 
acts  of  Mr.  Daridsoll,  they  are  in 
reality  challenging  an  act  of  Govern- 
ment, for  whatever  is  done  by  the 
L|i|«or  CommiMioncr  is  dene  under 
the  Liquor  Control  Act  and  all  regu- 
Id^ons  derive  their  authority  by  virtue 
of  that  Ae<'**rom  th«  UmitMant- 
Opvernor-in-Council. 

iMr.  Woodward  has  sUted  that  Mr. 
lijifh  Davidfon  can  rcaign  and  that 
Mr.  Woodward,  viiH  take  the  re- 
sfR>nsibility  of  his  resiff^tion  as  one 
of  the  Liberal  represcntatiTca  of  the 
chy  of  Vancouver.  Jhis  position  is  an 
extraordinary  one.  It  could  not  be 
tolerated  for  an  insUnt  by  the  Gov- 
ctH^mtnt  Mr.  Woodward,;  if  fic  were 
better  versed  in  parliamentary  gov- 
er^imcnt,  would  never  have  adopted 
s^h  an  attitude.  If  he  had  studied 
May's  Con»titutional  History  he  wAuld 
know  that  Parliament,  let  alone  any 
prhrst*  aHflibciN  Iwa  ao  direct  control 
over  any  single  department  of  State, 
PHrliament  may  order  the  production 
of  papers  for  farforiMtion.  It  may 
investigate  the  conduct  of  public 
offices  (when  in  session).  It  may 
pronounce  its  opinion  upon  the  man- 
ner in  which  every  function  of  govern- 
ment hat  been  or  oofht.  to  be  dis- 
cbMVcd.  What  it  cannot  do  ia  to 
confcy  iu  orders  or  directtons  to  the 
meanest  executive  officer  in  relation  to 
tb4  performance  of  his  dutyr  II  Par- 
H^nt  cannot  do.  this,  anc^  it  cannot 
by  the  powers  wfiich  it  can  constitu- 
tionally exercise  over  the  executive 
ffAttmtMMf.  thMTHMUr  ton  can  a 
private  member,  at  a  time  a  I.egisla- 
tore  ia  not  in  session,  attempt  to  inter- 
Ni«  ^  any  emcMva  officsr  of  the 
Crown  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties 
Mr.  Manson,  aa  Attbrney-GcneraW 
and  as  head  of  the  department  which 
controls  the  administration  of  the 
Liquor  Act,  ia  responsible  to  the 
Government,  and  the  CoreraaMnt,  in 
turn,  is  responaiblc  to  Far1iaiii«fkt,  bat 
most  assuredly  not  rcsponaible  to 
any  individual  private  member. 

We  have  said  that  ^  attitude  of 
Mr.  WoodwardJe  extraordlaailr  and. 
that  it  ,nfttst  bejUt  dtrwn  to  if  nortince 
of  constitutional  law.  The  trouble  it 
that  it  is  not  tlie  first  time  that  thit 
member  has  aasumed  that  he  can  die 
tate  to  the  Government  and  interfere 
with  the  executive  authority.  Pre* 
mier  Oliver  and  his  Ministers  are  oa 
the  safest  of  safe  groanda  la  refusing 
to  be  intimidated  or  eveVi  perturbed 
by  such  interference.  Mr.  Woodward 
hat  not  the  aemblance  of  authority 
over  the  Liquor  Commissioner.  He 
could  not  assume  any  responsibility 
where  that  featieman'a  fortanci  or 
actions  are  concerned.  It  is  the  min- 
iatiy  of  the  day  that  is  responsible 
for '  everjrtking  that  is  done  in  any 
department'  of  the  State.  If  Mr. 
Wo«flward  consults  May  be  will  as- 
certiih  that,  as  an  IndirldtMl  mem- 
It.  he  has  no  rights  in  the  premises 
and  that  it  ia  only  the  Legislature  as 
a  w$(»le  that  hat  a  right  to  advise  the 
Crown.  Should  the  Legislature's  ad- 
vice be  d|ar|g|yrdefl  then  it  wields  the 
power  of  itflpcachment  and  holds  the 
pwaeetringi  of  the  State. 

AilCnC  BXPLORATION 


Arctic  exploration  has  added  many 
poignant  at  well  aa  glorioai  pac»s  to 

the  reconl  of  human  nrliicxrnicnt. 
Courage  and  endurance' seem  to  have 
falivitably   raarhed   these  explorers 

who  have  tempted  the  .\rctic  and 
Antarctic  waatts  before  and  aince  the 
time  when  Sir  Joha  Franklin  and 

over  100  souls  mysterintMly  \anishcd 
from  the  sight  and  Icnowlcdge  of 
man.  Tbira  wae  the  Jeanetle  e*pc« 
dition  which  sailed  from  San  Fran- 
cisco ^for  Bcrinc  "Straits  in  the  Sum- 
niir  of  V09t  whkk  becanw  ^med 
in  the  ice  and  swept  away  in  a  north 
westerly  direction  far  from  its  goal. 
Winter  and  another  9amii>r  found 
the  ship  drifting  hetpletsly  at  the 
mercy  of  the  peck.  On  June  12. 
IMl,  in  a  harrkaae  the  Jeanetle  was 
smashed  in  two  and  the  crew  were 
left  shelterless  some  hundred*  of 
miles  from  land. 

The  crew  of  the  Teanette  struck 
southwards  for  the  New  Siberian 
istandt  with  five  hbMt  and  nine 
altdgc*  carrying  sixty  ilays*  provi- 
afMMk  Bcnnet  Island  was  reached  m 
tweaty-thret  day*  and  the  Uakov 
Islanda  devtn  day*  Utrr  From 
there,  acToea  wJnd-Ushed  o|>en 
wfticr.  the  »ar<y,  emharimd  in  ]to«e 


^co  OOatS  for  the  Sibcrun 
One  of  these  boats  foundered  and  all 
on  board  were  lost  The  otbc^  two 
reached  the  Lena  delta,  thoee  aboard 
haeinf  to  w^e  tu  land  waiat  deep 
through  miles  of  loose  floating  ^  ice. 
I'rqui  there  one  party  of  nine  men 
under  Commodore  Melville  reached 
a  Siberian  settlement,  but  when  they 
returned  with  .aid  to  fheir  eont- 
paniont  ia  was  only  to  tm.!  their 
•tark  and  froien  iMuioa  ball  b«ried 
'a  the  snow.  • ' 

Another  Arctic  expedition  was  that 
of  Lieutenant  Greeley  and  a  party  of 
twenty-four  officers  and  men  who 
were  landed  by  the  acaler  I'roteus  at 
Discovery  Harbor  in  July,  1881.  In 
die  Sammer  of  1812  the  party 
reached  Fort  Conger,  where  sled 
jou4^l^  ware  continued  northward 
and  penetrated  Grinnell  Land,  as- 
cending its  highest  peak,  4,500  leet 
above  the  aft.  They  returned  to  wait 
for  the  rfflef  ship  Proteus  and 
throughout  the  Summer  of  188.1  they 
waited  in  vain.  On  October  15  the 
last  camping  ground  was  reached, 
with  clothing  In  rags,  no  fuel  and 
'only  forty  days'  rations,  although  no 
vettef  conid  be  expected  for  250  days, 
for  the  long  Polar  night  had  already 
begun.  The  men  lay  In  cold  and 
semi-darkqeat  throaghotft  that  ter- 
rible Winter  and  died  off  one  by  one 
from  tearvy,  atarration  and  in- 
sanitary atirroundinga.  By  Ae  month 
of  June  only  fourteen  were  alive.  It 
wa*  June  21  when  a  tteamer't  whistle 
was  hea/d  an^  by  then  ofly  seven 
half-unconscibas  survivors  of  the 
Greeley  expedition  were  saved.  The 
rescue  wet  effected  by  Scottish 
whalemen. 

The  search  for  the  Franklin  expe 
dition  is  a  matter  of  history.  One  of 
IfcCltetock'epartiet  found  an  old  boat 
wherein  was  revealed  the  sad  and 
awiul  secret.  Of  thi*  tind  McClin- 
toek  wrote:  "There  was  that  in  the 
boat  which  transfixed  us  with  awe 
It  was  portion*  of  two  human  skele- 
tons.  One  was  of  a  slight  young 
person,  the  other  of  a  large,  strongly-v 
made,  iniddlc-aged  man.  The  former 
was  found  in  the  bow  of  the  boat,  but 
was  too  much  disturbed  to  enable 
Hodgson  to  judge  whether  he  had 
died  there;  large  and  powerful 
•inimals,  probably  wolves,  had  de- 
stroyed much  of  this  skeleton,  prob 
ably  that  of  an  officer.  The  other 
skeleton  was  in  a  somewhat  n%re 
perfect  state,  and  was  enveloped  with 
clothes  and  furs;  it  lay  across  the 
boat,  under  the  after-thwart  Close 
beside  it  were  found  five  watches,  and 
there  were  two  double  barrelled  guns 
— one  barrel  in  each  loaded  and 
cuckcd — standing  muzzle  up  against 
the  boat's  side.  Five  or  six  small 
books  were  found,  all  of  them  devo- 
tional, except  the  "Vicar  of  Wake 
field."  McClintock  returned  to  Eng 
land  in  1859,  bringing  with  him  a 
written  memorandum  of  the  death 
•f  Franklin  and  of  .  the  abandoMMnt 
of  the  ships,  together  with  certain 
evidences  of  the  ghastly  death  oi  the 
whole  pai^fn  '    ■  -r--^' 

Of  Captain  Scott's  expedition  to 
the  South  Pole  and  of  its  tragic  end 
tb^  mbmdry  ia'ttni  freth.  He  TcaChcd 
ttie  I'olc  only  to  find  that  Amundsen 
had  won  through  before  him,  and  he 
and  the  membera  of  his  party  died 
amid  terrible  privationa  on  their 
wa/  back  to  their  bate.  Of  all  the 
recorda  of  Atctic  and  Aatarctic 
research  none  is  more  treasured  and 
none  more  poignant  in  its  details  of 
the  hardthipt  that  have  to  be  en- 
dured than  the  diary  left  by  Captain 
Scott.  It  it  that  record  and  what  it 
eohulni  wt^h  Impreeeee  the  popular 
imagination  most  in  speculation 
about  the  fate  of  the  Amundsen- Ells- 
worth cspedition,  a  fate  which  is  now 
arresting  and  enthralling  world  in- 
terest Because  of  many  of  the  sur- 
rounding drct^mstances  and  the  fact 
that  relief  expeditions  in  the  present 
instance  can  be  speedily  assembled  it 
it  bettcved  that  if  the  latest  Arctk  ex- 
plorers are  ttlll  alive  they  can  be 
rescued. 


Writing  on  the  neccitlty  of  prepared- 
ness if  national  safety  is  to  be  insured.

of  campaign,  is  thin  air.  It  is  also 
poisonoaa  illation  and  a  foel'a  para* 
dTte."

We  also  hope  it  is  a  fact,' 
as  stated  by  an'  American  authorny, 
that  from  the  rubber  business  alone 
Great  Britain  will  be  able  to  aqueeze 
oat  of  the  United  Sutes  a  a|fficient 
number  of  dollars  to  meet  that  little 
accisont  the  Republic  has  against 
Great  Britain.  If  ttut  is  true,  it  proves 
that  the  Britith  butiness  man  bat  not 
lost  his  aptitude  for  business.  .'Vnd 
it  is  also  comforting  to  have  an  assur- 
ance that  the,  busiaest  whkh  la  going 
to  pay  so  handsomely  is  a  perfectly 

legitimate  and  honorable  business.

However,  wc  fear  that  that  story' 
about  the  rubber  trust  is  just  a  trifle 
exaggerated.  We  can  hardly  credit 
the  autement  that  Great  Britain  will 
make  anfficteat  profit  oat  of  her  trade 
in  rubber  goods  to  pay  all  the  money 
she  owes  the  United  Sutes.  We  be- 
lieve It  win  be  tome  time  before  the 
proceedt  from  the  robber  batiaeta  will 
justify  a  reduction  of  another  tixpence 
in  the  pound  In  the  British  income  tax. 
But  pcrhapt  the  ttatement  referred  to 
wa*  merely  intended  to  indicate  the 
magnitude  of  the  British  rubber  busi- 
nctt.

He  placet  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  motor  cars  on  the  market  every 
year,  and  every  one  of  his  car*  is 
equipped  with  four  or  five  rubber  tires. 
Therefore  Mr.  Ford  it  going  to  plant 
his  own  mhber  trees  and«ttrip  them 
of  his  own  rubber.  He  is  going  to 
establish  rubber  plantation*  in  the

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  deep 
admiration  of  certain  able  Americans 
for  Mr.  Henry  Ford.  The  abiding 
faith  the  said  able  Americans  have  in 
the  puissance  of  the  motor  car  king  is 
absolutely  sublime.  When  something 
of  national  importance  is  to  be  done, 
they  invariably  call  upon  Mr.  Ford  to 
do  it  Mr.  Ford  was  appealed  to 
solve  the  problerat  of  aerial  imvlgatfon 
and  the  defence  of  the  country  in  case 
of  a  war  emergency.  Mr.  Ford  built 
a  flying  machfaM,  and  thoee  two  im- 
portant proUagit  wm  tohrfd.

Now  Mr  Ford  is  expected  to  solve 
the  problem  j;>ropounded  by  the 
Britiah  rubber  trust  There  arc  diffi- 
culties to  be  overcome  in  the  solution 
of  the  rubber  problem,  of  course.  One 
of  the  difficulties  is  the  comparatively 
•low  growth  of  rubber  trees.  A  Ford 
motor  car  can  be  built  in  a  few 
minutes  and  a  Ford  flying  machine  in 
a  little  lest  time;  but  to  grow  and 
mature  a  tree  requires  some  little  time.

Thaaa  laoth  ara  to  a  large  da- 
graa  a  raflaetkm  of  tha  naeur  con- 
ditions of  tha  flald,  aad  the  sclontlsta 
believed  that  If  a  moan«  of  countinc 
the  bees  as  they  paaoad  to  and  from 
the  hive  could  ba  dovlaad  it  would

renearch. 

After  many  triaU  of  varioua  kind* 
of  devlcea.  a  "Kate''  waa  evolved 
through  which  but  one  bee  could 
pass  at  a  time.  In  paaelnc  In  or  out 
of  the  cate  the  baa  caused  an  elec- 
trlaal,  aontaet  ta  ba  aada  whltph  op- 
eratad  «  raoordtag  maahaalma. 

By  knowing  the  amount  of  atetfC 
gathered  on  any  day  and  the  total 
number  of  bees  thnt  rciui  n.  I  he 
minimum  weight  of  tlx-  aver.iK<^  load 
carried  by  ciich  bee  <'iin  he  e«tl- 
niated.  The  lilgheat  minimum  .ive- 
rage  load  obtained  during  Hie  ntudy 
was  on  May  22.  when  ii.'iiTt  bees 
averaKed  25. S  milligrams  each.  The 
data  made  poasible  tha  oondualon 
that  the  amount  of  naetar  avallabla 
to  the  baaa  la  Indioatad  by  tha  aTO- 
rage  load  carried  by  the  baaa. 

In  the  roijrae  of  the  iitudy  It  waa 
aacertalned  that  ,,t  ih*  434. 6<l  bees 
which  left  the  hi\>\  .1  1 A  per  cent  did 
not  return.  This  would  mean  that 
on  an  average  a  bee  makea  about 
31.S5  trips  bofora  darUh  overtakao  It. 
A  boa  may  aMfca  a  trip  laating  from 
B  minutaa  to  1  hear  and  S4  mlawtaa. 
depending  on  tha  honey  flow.  Tha 
flguraa  seem-  to  show,  however,  that 
•van  in  heavy  honey  flow  the  baas 
npend  more  time  In  the  hlva  than 
they  do  on  the  trip  itself.

The  same  authority  given  the 
yearly  ro»t  of  edui  ntinK  a  day  aehool 
pupil  In  .New  York  City  In  1922  ab 
tlO«,39  (£24  9n)  against  fl«  lOs  in 
L<ondon.  The  cost  of  education  In  the 
coltegee  of  New  York  State  Is  greatly 
li)  excaas  of  thla  figure. 

Ia  lilt  the  sum  of  |1.I0«,«T1,«OO 
was  spent  on  elementary  and  second- 
ary school  education  In  the  Ignited 
States.  The  number  of  te.-iehrrs  In 
these  schools  totaled  772, 97<.  No  real 
comparison  can  bo  made  until  the 
secondary  «ehool«  and  unlverHltlea  are 
considered.  Tho  Ut  Hon  H.  A. 
Fisher,  who  wan  .Minister  of  Education 
In  Ltloyd  ceorge's  Qoverament.  haa 
recently  returned  from  a  tour  In 
America:  In  his  Judgment'  America 
haa  outstripped  all  other  eotfntrlas  In 
offering  facilities  for  necondnry  edil- 
cation.  thoiiRh  lie  holdn  that  the 
li^ngllflh  child  of  neventeen  la  more 
eioroughly  grounded. 

Advantages  In  AaMTloa 

Without  commenting  here  on  the 
value  of  the  education  they  receive, 
there  ia  no  queatlon  thai  the  American 
boys  and  itirU  have  more  opportunity 
of  a  prolonged  school  life  than  the 
Rngllnh  and  Welnh  boyn  and  girls. 
In  1920  there  were  1.644.061  Ameri- 
can boys  and  girls  still  attea^fng 
public  aehaola.  thpi^  lim  |miS  4fttima 
the  age  of  sixteen  yMMrg. 

No  American  with  any  prnctioal 
knowledge  of  Kngllah  life  can  help 
notlnK  the  amount  of  class  dlstlnetloa 
exitttlng  In  the  schools  of  this  country 
an  compared  with  America.  The 
country  which  Vwalf  Itself  the  great- 
est poHtteal  gWiwaty  in  the  world 
haa  not  yet  democratised  Its  schools 
to  the  degree  that  hna  been  reached 
In  the  L'nlted  8t,-itr.«  If  one  wantu 
proof  of  thin  doKmatio  .nlatenient  all 
one  neeiln  to  do  In  to  examine  the 
secondary  nehooln  of  ICnglund.  A 
certain  number  of  necondury  schools 
are  free,  and  In  the  case  of  one  or  two 
local  aathorttlaa— for  Inatanoe,  Brad- 
ford— all  tha  schools  provldod  by  tha 
local  authorities  are  free:  but  in  tha 
majority  of  nchooln  the  aumlMr  of  frM 
placoa  varlen  from  twenty-five  to  forty 
per  cent.  Ihe  a\era»;<-  ffvr  the  countiy 
aa  a  whole  heln^  alxiut  Ihlrivnlx  per 
cent  In  addition  tnalnten.i m-e  ar.int!* 
are  often  given  to  free-pl.ice  puplU. 
While  the  children  of  manual  workers 
who  enter  these  sohoolg  often  are  fee- 
paying  pupils  and  tha  ftes  In  schools 
provided  by  the  local  authorities  are 
often  low — for  Instance,  about  14  la 
Birmingham — the  charging  of  fees 
does  undoubtedly  give  preference  to 
the  children  of  middle  clasa  parents, 
and  nueh  parents  are  apt  to  oppoee 
an  increase  in  the  number .  df  fNO 
placea  on  social  ground.* 

Iiiri'f  as  In  Frrr  riar>on 
A  more  valid  objection  to  a  rapid 
increaae  In  the  proportion  of  free 
placaa  la  that  In  an  old  country  ability 
to  proCH  by  higher  education  does  de- 
pend to  a  eertala  estent  upon  eoo- 
aomle  circumstances.  In  thla,  aa  In 
many  other  mnttern,  the  Kngltah  In- 
ntlnet  KTto  advance  KradUiill>  (tn  the 
other  hand,  the  extent  to  whl<  h  public 
neconil.iry  xrhooln  are  In  fact  open 
to  manual  workera  today  la  Indicated 
by  the  fhct  that  in  Durham,  for  la- 
atance.  In  19S1.  about  forty  per  cent 
of  the  pupils  In  the  oehools  were  the 
sons  of  foremen,  artJaaae  or  laborers. 

"There  has  beea  •  great  estenelon 
of  oeeondiury  eehool  sdneaUea  la  this 
country  In  recent  years,"  said  Lord 
Eustace  Percy,  but  while  further  ex- 
teaalona  are  neceaaary  we  are  deter- 
mined to  maintain  what  we  reg.ird 
as  the  exceptionally  hig|i  standard  of 
our  aeeoadery  aehoola.

."In  America  an  emphasis  has  per- 
htlps  been  placed  on  free  education 
ratlier  than  ciualliy  education.  We  aim 
to  have  the  puplla  enter  the  second- 
ary schoolH  at  eleven  and  oi>e>half 
years  and  to  Keep  them  th«re  at  leaat 
until  they  are  sixteen. . . 

"No  geant-alded  elementary  school 
can  eharge  feee.  Tliere  is  not  much 
^oepect/o(  a  general  ralelng  of  the 
age  of  eompulaory  s<*hool  attendance, 
but  local  auihorltiea  have  power  to 
raise  It  lo  fifteen,  and  two  recently 
have  done  »o  To  increase  the  num- 
bern  of  aecondary  schools  an  Immense 
amount  of  building  would  be  neoes- 
sary.  Aa  an  alternative  we  have 
central  aehools  for  cleverer  boys.  In 
ordinary  aohools  brlgltt,  heyg  often 
mark  time  between  twelve  and  four- 
teen yeara.'  Here  selected  children 
between  eleven  and  fifteen  years  can 
receive  advanced  inntruetlon.
